Before the seed was 
all in the ground an order-in-council 
was passed calling out all the unmar- 
ried men from 20 to 22 years inclu- 
sive. 

The confusion and discontent caus- 
ed by this order was very great and 
for a time threatened very serious re- 
sults In our organization. This was 
followed by the most serious drought 
and crop failure ever known in the 
province. 


Notwithstanding these drawbacks, 
and the fact that we had doubled the 
annual membership fee, we had a sat- 
isfactory {ncrease in our membership 
up to October Ist. In October the in- 
fluenza broke out in the province, a 
ban was placed on all meetings, and 
as @ result at the beginning of Decem- 
ber our increase had been lost, but we 
are coming to the convention with a 
satisfactory increase over last year.

If Present Holders Cannot “Carry on” Big Northern Rail- 
way Man is Willing to Consider—Application Will 
Come up Before Council at Next Meeting—Financial 
Interests Watching 


Developments in the plans for supplying natural gas to the 
City of Edmonton have been coming rapidly at the city hall during 
the past few days. 

On Tuesday morning the latest move was the renewed applica- 
tion of J. LD. McArthur for the natural gas franchise, which, it is 
stated by civic officials, will force some rapid action before the legis- 
lature on the application of the city to have granted to it the right 
to expropriate entirely the holdings of the Northern Alberta Natural 
Gas and Development Co., who have announced that they are unable 
to carry out the contract and that rather than be compelled to carry 
out the contract they would surrender their holdings.

Mrs, Forbes-Reid, the president, 
extended a hearty greeting in behalf of 
the Local Council of Women Mra. 
Nellie McClung, speaking for the Can- 
adian Press Association, sald that in 
times past the farmers had been mis- 
represented by comic writers and car- 
toonists. Life on the farm had been 
described as everything between a 
strawberry festival and Siberia, It 
undoubtedly had tta outs. Clothes 
lines would break and threshers did 
wear out their welcome. But farm- 
ers’ wivea were writing their own his- 
tory now, and when the history of the 
farmers’ movement is written In hap- 
pier moments it will be a history of 
pleasant homes, more comfortable sur- 
roundings of books, pictures, music 
and a better chance for every farm 
boy and girl than was ever enjoyed 
before, largely due to the work of wo-

DIER'S MEMORY 


Muste for shattered minds ts one of 
the imperative needs in army hos- 


pitals. In the general war hospitals 
today shell shock is one of the most 
common ailments and is described by 
army surgeons as hysteria carried to 
the tenth power. Utter loss of mem- 
ory Is one of the most frequent forms 
in which shell shock manifests Itself 
and In helping the InJured man to re- 
gain his faculties, music has been 
found the most powerful of all agen- 
cles employed. An army surgeon in 
War Hospital, 
tells the following story which illus- 
trates the part music plays tn recon- 
struction work. “One patient who was 
brought tn suffering from shell shock 
failed entirely to respond to any sug- 
gestions regarding his name, home or 
former occupation. Then we tried him 
on familiar army questions, Are we 
down hearted? but the ‘No’ failed to 
comé. Can you sing? someone asked 
him. “You start me,” he said. There 
were no singers present, but we put 
‘The Long, Long Trail’ on the phono- 
graph and the man picked it up and 
sang it through after he had listened 
to the opening bars. We continued 
the test and found .that his musical 
memory was restored six months be- 
fore his memory of occupation in 
civilian days or incidents of his former 
life.”

The Bolshevik program was the 
nationalization of everything that could 
be natlonalized—the land, the works, 
the banks, the shipping, the schools, 
the theatres, and even the shops deal- 
ing In the first necessities of life— and 
the complete abolition of capital, I 
hold this to be a pernicious doctrine, 
sapping the very foundations of en- 
terprise and Initiative, but at the 
same time I believe that the Bolshe- 
viks held it sincerely. They also stood 
for freedom of speech and of the 
press; the abolition of capital punish- 
ment and conscription; education for 
all, and free wh re necessary; religious 
toleration and rights of citizenship for 
all Russian subjects; an eight-hour day, 
with adequate wages, for all, and 80 
on, There can be no two opiniona, I 
take it, as to the legitimacy of these 
latter aims. 

The Fatlure of a Theory. 


The failure of the Bolshevik govern- 
ment was due to several causes, First 
and foremost, of course, to the Utopian 
nature of thelr proposals, which could 
utimately only end in disaster. The In- 
evitable failure was accelerated, how- 
ever, first, because they could not 
feed the people,owing to the Ukraine 
and Siberia being cut off from Greater 
Russta, the former by German influ- 
ence, the latter by the Czecho-Slovaks } 
under Allied influence; secondly, be- | 
cause of the haste with which they 
brought In thelr nationalism reforms, 
which crippled industry and brought 
it and the finances of the country to 
virtual ruin; thirdly, because there 
was no sort of agreement or co-oper- 
ation between many of the local So- 
viets and the Central government, 
each Soviet considering itself a law 
unto itself, 


In order to combat these difficulties, 
the Bolsheviks were driven to methods | 
foreign to their most cherished ideals.

They were forced to {ssue huge sums 
of paper money in order to meet the 
enormous demands upon the public 
exchequer, which money had little or 
no value on the markets of the world, 
with the result that prices rose to an 
of extent, far in excess of 
the rises in wages, enormous though 
they were. It followed that the work- 
ing classes became very much worse 
off than they were under the old re- 
gime ,and correspondingly discontend- 
ed and unmanageable. The only people 
in Russia who were assured of enough 
to eat were the soldiers and eallors of 
the Red army and fleet, and by them 
only did the Bolsheviks maintain 
themselves. 

Finally, hated by the great major- 
{ty of Rustans, hemmed in on all sides 
by enemies, cut off from all trade with 
the outside world, starving, bankrupt, 
and alone, these men went red mad 
and instituted a terror worse than that

Umptre Billy Fivans, discussing pro- | 
Feyend reforms in the playing end of 

asehall, with the idea of getting more 
batting action in the game, takes a 
rather’ pessimistic view as to the 
chances of eliminating some of the 
freak deliveries of pitchers that handi- 
cap batters. In epite of restrictions 
and orders of league presidents, there 
seems to have been little let up in the 
use of freak deliveries last season, 
writes Fvans, who continues: 


The spit ball, which might be class- 
ed as the first of the new fangled 
methods of pitching, wae still with us. 
There has been constant agitation for 
the abolition of the “spitter,” but it | 
usually proves to be mere winter chat- 
ter. With the spit ball doing busi- 
ness, {c i» rather hard to attempt to 
eliminate the other freak methods of 
deceiving batemen, 


Last season the American Associla- 
tion sought to solve the freak pitching 
situation that had played such havoc 
with’ the batting, by abolishing the 
spit ball. No pitcher was aliowed to 
come up to the mouth with the ball, 
as is customary with spit ball pitchers, 
in preparing the ball for delivery. 

Jyet bow successful the scheme | 
worked out, I don’t know. I hav? 
talked with several American Associa- 
tion umpires, and they tell me the rule 
was rigidly enforced. I do knéw eev 
eral Association pitchers who joine1 
the American League, after the close 
of their peason, relied largely on the 
spit ball for success in the Johnsonian 
organization. 

There ie Ray Keating, for inetance, ; 
who joined the New York Ampricans. 
Perhaps Keating got by in the Associa- 
tion with the fast one and the curve, | 
but the moment he came back to the 
American Teague, his best asset was 
the ‘‘spitter.” 

Frowns on Freak Deliverics 

I have always regretted the intro- 
duction of the spit ball and other freak 
deliveries, I think baseball would be 
more interesting if pitchers confined 
their stock in trade to speed, curves 
and a change In pace. It would give 
the batsmen a better chance, and, 
since a certain amount of batting is 
essential to the interest of the gume, 
that would be one advantage gained 
In the second place it would tend to 
develop smarter pitching, if the twirl- 
ers had no freak delivery to reyort to 
in a pinch. In the third place, the 
imtroduction of the freak deliveries 
Miowed up the game, because a pitcher 
in using a freak delivery must have! 
the ball properly manicured before 
delivering it, and must be careful as 
to how he holds the ball as he etarts 
{it to the pjate. 

Another annoying feature that has 
crept into the pastime as a result of | 
the use of the freak deliveries, is the 
constant desire of batsmen to make a 
careful investigation of the ball any/| 
time he strikes out or fails to come} 
through in a pinch. In a great many} 
cases the thought of an alibi is upper- | 
most in the athlete's mind, as he de-| 
mands that the ball be given the “once 
over.” Yet in many cases I have not} 
attached a whit of blame to the play- 
er, because to get such a deceptive! 
break on the ball it was practically | 
certain the pfecher resorted to some 
imusual method,

The Calgary Albertan has diffi- 


culty in finding comfort for the 
Unionist cause, with which it is al- 


lied, in the proceedings of the 
Liberal convention at Calgary. 
After exploring the field thor- 


oughly it is foreed to admit that 
apparently there was unanimity 
as well as enthusiasm, but still it 
cannot believe that things were as 
they seemed. It mentions that the 
Liberal-Unionist members of Par- 
liament were not present, which is 
a fact, and possibly applies to their 
immediate following. But in the 
first place the Albertan is hereby 
reminded that on its own showing 
their absence neither detracted 
appreciably from the attendance 
nor the enthusiasm. In the sec- 
ond place the fact of their absence 
must be taken to mean that they 
did not recognize themselves as 
eligible to be present—that is, 
they no longer claimed to be Lib- 
erals. The invitation was to Lib- 
erals. There was no distinction 
drawn between Liberals and 
Union-Liberals; The so-called 
Unionist-Liberal members of Par- 
liament and their following, if 
they have any, excluded them- 
selves from the convention because 
they recognized that they were 
Liberals no longer—in which it is 
probable the large majority of the 


delegates present would have 
heartily agreed with them, No 
doubt their absence under the 


circumstances was an advantage 
in securing unanimity in the con- 
vention, and possibly an evidence 
of sound judgment on their part. 

The Albertan finds that the 
members of the local Government 
and Liberdl members of the Legis- 
lature were present in force and 
took an active part in the proceed- 
ings. That is also true. Is it in 
this fact that the Albertan finds 
ground for suspicion as to the 
unanimity of the convention? It 
was a boast made by the Union 
Government at one time that ev- 
ery provincial government but 
one—that of Quebee—was_ sup- 
porting it—had become, in fact, a 
donkey engine for maintaining 
the junker Government at Ottawa 
in power. On the evidence of the 
Albertan the Alberta Government 
as at present constituted will have 
to be crossed off the list of Union 
Government supporters. It is no 
part of the business of a provincial 
government to support or oppose 
any government of the Dominion, 
But the attempt to drag the sev- 
eral provincial governments at the 
heels of the Unionist Ottawa Gov- 
ernment was made. It was advis- 
able, or indeed necessary, in the 
interests of the Province that it 
should be made clear that the 
Government of Alberta was wor!- 
ing for the people of Alberta and 
not for the Government at Ottawa. 
In the exercise of their rights as 
individual citizens a large major- 
ity of the Liberal members of the 
Provincial Government and Leg- 
islature, by their attendance at 
the convention, put beyond ques- 
tion where they stood as citizens 
of Alberta to the administration of 
the Government at Ottawa, Any

The Judgment 


In delivering ‘judgment = against 
Munton, Mr. Justice Scott said that 
the C.P.R., like other railway com- 
panies, were looked upon as common 
carriers, who had rights to be reapec- 
ted. Upon all stock the company has 
a lien until the freight charges wero 
paid. If the owner of stock has oa 
dispute with the company regarding 
charges he may have wecourse to the 
courts and recover damages in the 
proper way. “You know,” he said to 
Munton, “that the company had a lien 
on the horses and you knew that you 
had legal remedy to have the horses 
turned over to you. If you took the 
horses to feed and water them you

|open the cars and unloaded the horses, 


thereby making himself criminally 
liable to the charge of theft. 


When his offence became known to| 


the officials of the company, Angus 
McLeod, inspector in the investigation 


department, got busy on the case and| 
the cir-| 


after carefully investigating 
cumstances and acquiring the facts of 
the case, saw sufficient grounds ‘to lay 
an information and complaint against 
Munton, who was brought before the 
court on the charge of theft. Through 
Mr. McLeod's investigations civil ac- 
tian was also entered against the ac- 
cused for the recovery of $66 freight, 
which he paid before the case went to 
court. 

Mr. Munton, in the criminal court, 
as at the preliminary hearing in the 
police court some time ago, fought his 
own case, cross-examining the crown, 
witnesses and 
sometimes to the amusement of 
number of leading legal lights who 
were present, but lost on technical 
grounds, the preponderance of law 
and the crown's evidence being against 
him, He seemed to rest his case on 
the fact that the horses had been too

1918 Proved Great Value 
Of the Edmonton District 


Some important facts about the ad- 
vantages of the Hadmonton district in 
Qn agricultural sense were given re- 


cently in an address by Glen B. Chad- 
Wick, chairman of the publicity com- 
mittee of the Edmonton board of 
trade, at a recent meeting of that 
Body. The address follows: 

@urely, eo far as the Edmonton dis- 
trict is concerned, no one year has 
ever had crowded into it so many 
Memorable things as had 1918. 

At firm we had bright hopes of 4 
dumper ay then we had an earlier 
frost than had ever been known In 
the district. Later came the epidemic 

influenm, bringing further economic 

along with its toll of sickness and 
Geath. Then the war was worse and 
the armistice was signed in Novem- 
ber. At threshing time it was found 
that the damago from frost had been 
far lees than was at first feared. We 
even realized that there were many 
features of the year's experience that 
were deoidediy in our favor, One of 
the most favorable features wae the 
convincing and widespread publicity 
that was given to the advantages of 
the Mdmonton district as a livestock 
oountry. 

Our farmers 414 not have any expe 
Pience with early frosts by which to 
Judge the extent of the damage that 
would result from the frost that visited 


us at such an unreasonable time. As 
usually happens, the damarce was) 
over-estimated and in the fear of a 


shortage of feed the farmers beran to 
#ell stock, especialiy hogs. The pre- 
vailing high prices and the request of 
the governmert for maximum produc- 
tion of pork products had caused the 
farmers to carry the largest possible 
number of hogs. It was therefore only 
matural that many unfinished and im- 
mature hoes were thrown upon the 
market, While there was a regretta- 
dle economic loss it was not serious 
enough to impair the pork production 
of the district for the coming year. 
As wheat ts never used as green feed 
in this country, our farmers did 
even know whether the frosted wheat 
would make good feed or not. 
however, proved to be a most excel- 
lent feed for both cattle and horses 
Horses eat it up perfectly clean, not 
even leaving the butts. With hay at 
present prices it is only natural that 
farmere are willing to pay a good 
price for feed that horses relish and 
thrive on. While farmers are not get- 


ting as much for their green feed as! 


they expected to get for their wheat, 
they are getting enough for it to make 
it a profitable crop. At a recent sale 
near Leduc a farmer's crop of green 
feed brought enough to make just $20 
per acre—and a yield of $20 per acre 
with no threshing expense tis not 
bad. 

While the wheat crop suffered se- 
verely from the frost, the loss was by 
no means total, for many 


around Edmonton entirely escaped 


damage, while in other places the loss | 


was only partial. The wheat that did 
escape damage is of good quality. 


The barley crop sufferod some dam- | 


age, but not nearly so much as the 
wheat, possibly 25 per cent damage. 

The oat crop, which !{s, of course, 
the leading grain crop in this district, 

was only very slightly damaged, 

It was our hay crop, though, that 
played the star part in 1918. It was 
our good fortune last year tovdemon- 
etrate to the most skeptical people, 
and in a most striking and convincing 
way, the great feeding value of our 
long grass hay and of our green feed. 

Quite a rivalry has grown up here 
in Western Canada between our long 
grass country and the short grass 
country to the south and east of us, 
Our neighbors have become so accus- 
tomed to the use of their short grass 
that they have come to disregard the

y These are just a few examples of a 
class of men who'will bring their 
wealth and come and settle with us— 
and*-produce more wealth—if we can 
only make our resources avatiable to 
them. During the last few years 
many stockmen from the Western 
States have sought opportunities 
through the Edmonton board of trade 
to locate in this district, These men 
are of the most desirable type. They 
have ample capital and would be em- 
ployers of labor, and employers of 
labor are much needed in our outly- 


ing districts. Under existing regula- 
tions governing grazing lands, how- 
ever, we are not able to tell these 
men that they can get leaseholds on 
suitable lands for long enough terms 
to insure the stability to their enter- 
prise that any capable business man 
will insist upon, 

We realize more keenly every day 
the need of grazing regulations that 
will keep homesteadera from settling 
on land that is too far from market or 
otherwise unsuitable for general farm- 
ing, and will permit such land to be 
used for grazing. The experiences of 
this year have shown this need in such 
a striking way that we have been able 
to present, with unusual emphasis to 
several members of the Dominion 
government, the grazing lease apd 
land settlement scheme proposed by 
Mr. Stevens and endorsed by the 
board of trade. Our case was listened 
to with interest; we have hopes that 
some action will be taken. The adop. 
tion of the proposed regulations 
would be a long step forward for this 
district and would more than com- 
pensate us for the loss of a crop. 

The results of operations in many 
lines show that 1918 has been a year 
of substantial growth and progress for 
the Edmonton district. 

It has been clearly shown that our 
wheat harvest is no longer the index 
of our prosperity, for with less wheat

The results of the year are good in 
themseives, but their value does not 
cease with their mere existence, for 
they possess great value as publicity 
material. 

The publicity department of the 
board of trade has made as much use 
of these favorable developments as 
has been possible with the funds at 
its disposal, A questionaire has been 
sent out to all of the farmers on the 
Kadmonton telephone list to bring out 
the facts regarding the farming ope- 
rations for 1818. Farmers are known 
to be pessimistic as a class, but the 
replies to the questionaire were sur- 
prisingly optimistic. All the replies 


have on the whole been profitable, It 
was interesting to note that the man 
who did not report a profit said, in 
replying to one of the questions, that 
he did not know of any better country 
to farm in than the Edmonton dis- 
trict. 

A summary of the results of this 
questionaire and other good publicity 
material has been sent to all of the 
railway and immigration agents in 
Eastern Canada and in the United 
States, Such information has also 
been sent to many of the leading ag- 
ricultural and financial papers and 
has been published by them. 

Statements of crop failure in the 
Edmonton district have been care- 
fully watched for and stoutly denied 
—and we have insisted upon having 
our denials published. 

The most solid and convincing pub- 
Meity, of course, has been the supply- 
ing of feed for stock to our neighbors 
{n Saskatchewan and southern Alber- 
ta in a year when there was a general 
ergp failure in all the country on the 
eastern slope of the Rocky mountains, 
from Texas north to within 100 miles 
or so south of Edmonton, 

After all the many ups and downs 
of 1918, its close found us in a more 
substantially prosperous condition 
than ever in our history. We are, in 
fact, much closer to our real goal as 
& live stock and dairy country than 
we should have been if we had had a 
bumper crop of “Number One Hard," 
for a good wheat crop with high prices 
might have turned our farmers from 
the industries that must always be the 
fuundation of the prosperity of this 
district,

Reconstruction 

The problems of reconstruction af 
ter the war are many and complex. If 
the people were willing to drift along 
under the same old competitive sys 
tem, letting nationalities be used tn 
the Interest of the classes for the 
purpose of amassing wealth at the 
expense of the masses, the way would 
be open and easy. But the people are 
not willing to do this On the con- 
trary they are everywhere clamoring, 
not only for a more democratic con 
trol of nations, but for a closer co-op- 
eration between nations, that the tn 
terests of the masses may be better 
eerved, This means that they are de- 
manding the development of both na- 
tional and tnternational democracy 
Real democracy means government of 
the people, by the people and for the 
people.
